American mechanics. The railroads 
In that Island are in need ot recon- 
struction. This is shown by the con- 
dition ot one ot the roadi which is 128 
miles loog. Its passenger equipment 
consists ot three flret-elass, flve second- 
class and eight third-class coaches. 
Their condition is said to be so bad 
that in the United States an immigrant 
would refuse to ride in them. Tbe 
freight equipment consists ot eighty- 
five box, fiat and coal oars. Tbe tare 
on this road is $7.40 in gold, to which 
is added a government tax of 10 per 
cent, as well as a small fixed tax which 
the railroad company collects for tbe 
government and makes the total fare 
nearly $9. Tbe tariff on a ton of first- 
class freight for the full length of tbe 
road is $22. Tho shipper if* alto re- 
quired to pay a government tax. Al- 
though all the roads are private cor- 
porations, the government has exer- 
cised considerable control over them.

The Chicago Platform 'Will be Reaffirmed 


In 10OO. 


Col. W. J. Bryan, who Is at his home 


in Lincoln, Neb., on a furlough, has 
given oat the following interview re- 
lative to the late election: 


"While I do not understand that ser- 


vice in the volunteer army prevents a 
soldier from expressing opinions upon 
political questions, I declined to take 
part in the late campaign lest I sbonld 
be accused by partisan opponents of 
attempting to embarrass the adminis- 
tration. Now that the election is over, I 
shall exercise a citizen's privilege of 
discussing the retains. 


"Compared with the election of 1896 


the Republicans have gained in some 
places and lost in others. It was not a 
sweeping Republican victory. On the 
whole, the result is not surprising, 
when it la remembered the administra 
tlon is just concluding a successful 
war. 


"While a majority of the soldiers are 


probably anti-Republican, the manage- 
ment of the war has been entirely in 
Republican bands, and the strongest 
argument used daring the campaign 
was that a Republican defeat would 
discredit the President in the eyes of 


nations while his commie 
were engaged in making a 


foreign 
sioners 
treaty. 


"It was not a trial upon the issue be- 


fore the people, but a successful plea 
for the continuance ot the case. The 
people have not accepted the gold 
standard; they have not fallen in love 
with the plan to give the banks a mono- 
poly of the issue of the paper money;

they have not decided to retire the 
greenbacks; they have not surren- 
dered to the trusts. 


"These questions were forced into the 


background by the dec laration of war, 
bat they mast be faced again as soon 
as peace is restored 
The Chicago plat- 


form presents for public consideration 
certain vital, economic questions. That 
platform has not been abandoned by 
those who indorsed it in 1896. It will 
be reaffirmed in 1900 because it gives 
expression to the hopes and aspirations 
of a large majority of the party. 


"When the Democrats, Populists and 


silver Republicans favored Cuban in- 
dependence they understood that war 
would give a temporary advantage to 
the party in power, but they were will- 
ing to risk defeat in order to aid the 
people fighting to be free. 


"Neither can the election be regarded 


as an indorsement of any definite for- 
eign pol icy, Until a treaty of peace 
has been entered into and the terms 
made known, the people cannot pass 
judgment upon it. Whether the war

will raise any question of sufficient im- 
portance to turn public attention away 
from domestic problems remains to be 
seen." 


In regard to tbe Nebraska election 


be said : "A light vote WHS cast in Ne- 
braska, but the Fusionists have elected 
the entire State ticket and carried the 
same Congressional districts that they 
carried in 1896. If Senator Allen is de- 
feated for re-election, it will be because 
Senators are elected by legislators, in- 
stead of by the people. If a Republi- 
can Senator is chosen by the next Leg- 
islature he will go to Washington to 
represent a minority of the people of 
the State and to thwart the will of the 
majority." 


People ilo Not Want to Live on Eight 


Cents a Day. 


Dr. Lillienfleld, the celebrated chem- 


ist, has discovered a process for mak- 
ing albumen artificially from the waste 
products of ooaltar. It can be made 
at so little cost that eight cents' worth 
will support life for a day. 


It is a debatable question whether 


tbe average run of people want to live 
cheaply—that is judging from their 
present methods of life. There is not 
a family in this country m even ordi- 
nary circumstances that does not 
expend considerably more money than 
is necessary for its " living." Decrease 
in prices does not decrease family ex- 
penses, unless adversity interrupts. A 
certain sum has for years been allowed 
for bouse expenses, and if prices d/op 
more articles are added to the list, thus 
keeping up the average expense ac- 
count. 


It is a notorious faot that there is 


more waste among tbe poorer classes 
than among those of " better circum- 
stances." This waste is due to ignor- 
ance or tbe preparation of food. The 
waste meat from tbe laborer's table is 
brought back as croquettes to the 
clerk's table, or chopped up and mixed 
with a couple of eggs, an omelet. Tbe 
additional expense is not five cents, 
yet a fair meal for a small family has 
been made, and BO on. 


Fear keeps the average American 


family from living within its proper 
money limit. Mr. So-and-So has this, 
and Mr. What's-His-Name must have it 
too. If Dr. Lillieafleld could find a 
process for keeping a whole family for 
eight cents a day, and depended on the 
sale of the process for his own living, 
be would starve to death. The Hon. 
Benjamin Harrison uttered more truth 
than poetry when he said a cheap coat 
makes a cheap man. It baa been dem- 
onstrated that two hours' labor a day 
under certain social and eoonomic con- 
ditions, would keep a man a day. But 
the fear that man would become a "two- 
hour man" prevents the change.—Chi- 
cago News
